Its broad 
mouth is armed with sharp, curved 
teeth, and it catches its food in a very 
curious w.ay. It will settle down at 
the bottom of the sea, where the water 
is shallow, and lie in wait with its 
mouth wide open. On the front of its 
head are antennae, or 'horns,' I sup- 
pose you would call them, being long 
flexible spikes, shaped like a whip, 
which end in a silvery ornament like 
the cracker on the whip. Then, as he 
lies there, almost invisible in the mud, 
he sees with his half 
shut eyes, a 


small fish come playing along, like a 
hoy going to school and looking in the 
windows to find goodies."

toad usually emerges from his hiber- 
nating quarters during the mouth of 
April. 
The toads fnul their way to 


ponds, and iu a fi-w days the eggs are 
laid, which hatch iu three or four 
\vt-eks. By July the tadpoies become 
toads, aud these leave Uie water, 
spreading over the lields in Quest of 
food. They feed zit night aud whenever 
there is moisture mid no sunshine. The 
opinion is stated that many toads live 
ten or h'fteeu years. 


P.ut the character of the toad's food 


is the point most important to the 
farmer. The bulletin says: "The toad 
as a rule feeds continuously through- 
out the night, conuumiug in twenty- 
four hours an amount of food equal in 
bulk to about four times the stomach 
capacity. A careful examination of the 
contents of a large number of toads 
showed that '.)S per cent, of its food 
was animal matter—worms, insects, 
etc. 
Eleven per cent, of the toad's 


food is composed of insects and spiders 
beneficial 04- indirectly helpful to man; 
80 per cent!: of insects aud other ani- 
mals directly injurious to cultivated 
crops or in other ways obnoxious to 
man. 
It is estimated that a single 


toad destroys iu a year insects which, 
if they had lived, might have damaged 
crops" to the extunt of about $20." 
While the naming of this fixed sum 
per toad is highly ridiculous, leaving 
us to infer that a young toad, having 
a promise of fifteen years of activity 
lie tore him. would be worth in the 
neighborhood of $UOO. yet should the 
toad's case not be laughed out of court 
because the Washington scientist has 
a crude way of presenting others' 
work to the public. The toad is the 
farmer's friend, aud should have the 
same protection as is extended to the 
birds which feed chiefly upon insects 
injurious to agriculture. Do not kill the 
toad.

It is found in the wild 
state roosting in trees and sometimes 
making its nest among their branches, 
and in the domesticated state it pre- 
serves its powers of flight and ihe 
ridsre-board of a barn or the topmost 
limb of a tree are not to it inaccessible 
objects.

uu-iiicated breeds, the progeny is ster- 
ile when bred inter se. though it is said 
that instances have bei-n known where 
the hybrids would breed with either 
parent.

FfRST WOMAN GRADUATE 


Mism C. K. lirrwer. of Macon, Cm.. N'ow 


Mr». Itbuiou, l;:tjuj> That i>l»liuc:lon. 
The nr»t woman iu this country to 


rttfJvt* a college diploma was Miss 
C. E. iJrt-wer. or Ma.-oii. Ga.. uow Mrs. 
Ben sou. The diploma was conferred 
by iLv «Ieorj;Ja Feinale College, tue 
iiri»t IfcUJuU- vducauonal lustituiloa in 
ihe I'uited States 10 glory iu the uame 
of college. It was charter**! by the 


Legislature in 1S3<;. and in 


ni its name to the \\Vsleyan 


Female College, under which title ii 
has nourished ever since. Year after 
year it has sent out its Bachelors of 
Art, ooiinug up to tifty-eight iu one 
year, and with no break, even during 
the Civil War, while it has bestowed 
its advantages on hundreds of women 
who could not complete its full course. 
A perural of Us catalogue is a com- 
plete refutation of the bug-bear that 
college education prevents marriage, 
for it requires close scrutiny to find a 
name that has not been changed. 


When the college opened six young 


women entered "half advanced" and 
completed their course, and were duly 
graduated July 10. 1840. The alpha- 
betical list of the graduates began with 
Miss C. E. Brewer, aud into her hand 
was put the tirsi diploma for college 
work ever given to a woman in this or 
any other country. It stated that the 
recipient'"had completed the regular 
courses of study of the college, embrac- 
ing all the sciences usually taught in 
the colleges of the United States, with 
such as especially belong to female ed- 
ucation in its most ample ranges." The 
studies of -the Senior class were Latin, 
French or Greek, astronomy, physical 
geography, geology, physiology, mental 
philosophy, moral philosophy, analysis 
of English classics aud composition 
and evidences of Christianity. Mrs. 
Benson is still living, and when the 
college celebrated its semi-centennial 
she gave her diploma back to her alma 
muter, and it uow hangs framed on its 
walls. These facts are condensed from 
an article In "Harper's Bazaar."

The pupils are not only 
taught to cook ou proper lines, but also 
to serve the viands so that they will 
please the eye as well as the palate. 


At present lifty pupils can be accom- 


modated as boarders within the walls, 
in addition lo those living outside. 
Each has a room to herself, furnished 
neatly with a white enameled folding 
bed, 
the rest of the furniture being

Any woman over 38 years of age 


with satisfactory references and in 
good health will be admitted to any of 
the special classes, but for regular 
course work there will also be required 
a diploma from high school, or aa 
equally advantageous education to be 
determined by examination. 
A free 


scholarship for every State and Terri- 
tory iu the Union is offered, not by 
the school itself, but though the gen- 
erosity of an unnamed patron of the 
institute, and many of them have al- 
ready been (Hied.

MAKING GUN COTTON. 1 1 PORTRAITS ON PIGSKIN. 


S*roc*s* lor 


Gun cotton Is boihiug more than 


pure raw cotton, t>r ordinary cotioQ 
waste, steeped la a solution of one part 
citric acid and thive parts of sulphuric 
acid. The nitric acid is the one which 
renders the cotton explosive, the pres- 
ence of the Eulpuhric being required 
on.'y to absorb the water, thus allowing 
the other acid to combine more readily 
with the nearly pure cellulose of which 
cotton consists. After the cotton has 
soaked in the acids for several hoars 
it is taken from the pots and squeezed 
through heavy rollers to extract all 
the superfluous acid which it had not 
absorbed. Then it is wa^hf-d can-fully 
and thoroughly, still with the same ob- 
ject of removing th« free acid. If any 
of this remained its tendency would be 
to cause chemical chances in tLe gun 
cotton and decompose it. 


After being washed. th*> gun cotton 


Js passed through a machine similar to 
that which grinds up the rags in a pa- 
per mi!L 
Here it is crushed thor- 


oughly and afterward washed again 
until the last trace of free acid dis- 
appears when the cotton comes out In 
the form of a soft white pulp closely 
resembling the pulp of which paper is 
made. This concludes the process of 
actual manufacture, and it now re- 
mains only to convert the gun cotton 
into the most convenient form for the 
use to which it is to be put. If it is 
to be employed in making powder it is 
dried and stored away in pulverized 
form, but if it is designed for filling 
torpedoes, It must be compressed to a 
certain density and molded into the 
shapes which will best enable it to be 
packed into the torpedo heads. These 
shapes vary according to the design of 
the torpedoes and the method of pack- 
ing. 
Sometimes they are disks and 


sometimes cylinders, flat squares or 
cubes.

Tlie lUue Crab. 


While the blue crab is not commonly 


thought of as a swimmer, and does, in 
fact, spend the greater part of its time 
on the bottom, yet it can very easily 
sustain itself in the water and swim 
at a very fair rate of speed. It swims 
endwise, and when swimming it car- 
ries one big claw thrown forward and 
bent back at the middle joint, making 
appoint projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern. If" it changes di- 
rection it crooks the claw it had been 
carrying straight and lets the other go 
free. If it sustains itself in the wa- 
ter without progressing it carries Its 
big claws in front of itself as it would 
naturally do under ordinary circum- 
stances on the bottom, but it has to 
keep it«= little claws in motion to sus- 
tain itself, and in swimming the little 
flaws are kept actively at work. Be- 
sides making a good degree of progress 
through the water in swimming, the 
blue crab can change its course 
or 


swim to a higher or lower level with 
facility. 
When frightened the 
blue 


crab moves off sideways, but when 
moving about at home and 
undis- 


turbed it may move straight forward. 
Its body may be inclined at any angle 
to the line of progress, but its mo- 
tion still be forward, the big claws 
carried crooked around in front. 
It 


may be seen moving thus in one of the 
arger tanks at the Aquarium, in which 
there are blue crabs, lobsters, and other 
things. The temperature of the water 
now just suits the crustaceans, and 
they are very lively. Blue crabs may 
be seen swimming here, and also walk- 
ng about, stepping down from stones 
that are as high as they themselves are 
wide with perfect dignity, if not grace 
of manner, aud walking on, carrying 
their cluws before them.

Over each ma- 
chine is a flaring hood of metal at the 
end of a pipe which runs up into a 
larger pipe along the ceiling. 
Other 


pipes with hoods at the end, over other 
machines, run up to the big pipe in the 
same manner. Attached to the big pipe 
is a blower or fan, which creates '& 
suction and draws up the shavings 
through the several pipes over the ma- 
chines into the big pipe, through which, 
they are discharged into a bin in the 
corner of the room or at some other 
convenient place. 


In some wood-working factories the 


shavings and refuse are used to fire 
the boilers, the shavings being con- 
veyed to the boiler room by mechani- 
cal means. If a factory rents power 
instead of running boilers of its own, 
it disposes of its shavings otherwise. 
There may be a steam plant contigu- 
ous or nearby to which tne shavings 
can be transferred conveniently and 
cheaply and to which it can sell the 
shavings. If tho distance is such that 
the cost of transportation amounts to 
much, the shavings must 
be given 


away. Otherwise it wouldn't pay the 
user to take them. 
If the shavings 


cannot be given away the producer de- 
stroys them. If the factory is so sit- 
uated that there is a spot available, 
in the neighborhood the shavings ar« 
taken there and burned.
